There was 
gome suffering from the heat, but no ‘n- 
fectious diseases on board. -

LINEVITCH LOSES 


Russian Scouts Unable to Find 
Army That Was in Pur- 
suita Week Ago. 


Some Fear in St. Petersburg

ST. PETERSBURG, March 27.—Gen. Line- 
vitch has lost the Japanese army. The news 
that Russian scouts in a detour of thirty-five 
tnlies from the Russian position have been 
unable to discover any indications of the 
whereabout of Oyama’s forces, gives an 
ominous aspect to the situation. 

It is remembered that twice last ‘year 
Kouropatkin lost touch with the Japanese 
army. He sent Cossacks in every direction 
~—gome going eighty miles away from the 
Russian lines without seeing a sign of the 


enemy. In both cases Kourgpatkin discov- 


ered later that the Japanese troops had 
gained positions on his flanks that com- 
pelied him to abandon his positions without 
a battle. 

Marching on Viadivostok? 
The impression prevalent in some military 
circles is that the Japanese will now turn 
their attention to Vladivostok. The reported 
withdrawal of the Japanese from the imme- 
diate front of the Rugsian army for a dis- 
tance of thirty-five miles south confirms this 
Tt is realised, of course, that 
this may be merely & blind to cover flanking 
operations; but it is not improbable that the 
Japanese, having cleared southern Man- 
churia of Russian troops and secured a posi- 
tion whence expulsion would be a long 
and difficult process, may be satisfied to hold 
the Tie pass line without further extension 
of communication. 


Preparing for Summer Campaign. 

In the meantime the general staff is busy 
with plans for thesummer campaign. There 
is no longer any question of the original 
project of sending out 400,000 men. All such 
ambitious plans have been definitely. aban- 
doned. . It is only proposed to conduct Fabian 
operations in th® hope of exhausting the 
enemy. Gen Linevitch nominally has six 
European and five Siberian and one cavalry 
corps, which, with reliefs and reinforcements 
now arriving, gives him 250,000 men. 

The calling out of last year’s reserves, os- 
tensibly for their annual training, has really 
been ordered with a view of manning the 
depot battalions which are providing drafts 
for Gen. Ldinevitch’s reduced regiments.

At the present time the Various exchanges | 


which have taken place between the neu- 
tral powers give the impression that the | 
feeling for peace in authoritative circles in 
St. Petersburg is still in the nebulous stage. 
The czar would like to have peace, but how 
to get it without inflicting further damage 
to Russian prestige is an embarrassing 


It is becoming clearer and clearer that 
Japan is not anxious for peace, as some have 
believed. Progecution of the war a few 
months longer may result in Russian terri- 
tory being in Japanese possession. The 
spring and summer and early fall months 
are ideal for campaigning, and the Russian 
army is too weak to defeat or even keep back 
the tremendous force which Oyama has 
under his command. Japan certainly can 
gtand the strain ef war for those months, it 
is asserted, and when they are ended it can 
discuss peace if desirable to do so. 


What Will the Powers Do? 

But if Russia is willing to make peace by 
agreeing to respect the principles for which 
Japan went to war, could the Japanese gow 
ernment, irrespective of any. financial em- 
barrassment which might be caused by the 
prolongation of hostilities insist upon its 
continuance? This question was answered 
by a diplomat in the following manner: 

“Japan has been relying upon the sympe- 
thy of the world and has enjoyed it. If she 
insists upon terms which show her ambi- 
tious intentions this. sympathy quickly will 
disappear and a genuine fear of the island 
empire develop. This undoubtedly 
would lead to an international coalition, if 
not during the war, at the end of it, which 
would deprive Japan of the fruits of victory 
as certainly as it did after the war with 
China. 4

“It may be assumed,” said Ald, Foreman 
yesterday, “‘that the people of Chicago de- 
sire municipal ownership of the street rail- 
ways as soon as practicable. The question 
is not between private and public owner- 
ship. It is between different methods of se- 
curing public ownership. 


“The democratic platform demands that | 


the city ‘proceed at once to negotiate with 
the street railway companies for the pur- 
chase of their tangible property and their 
unexpired lawful franchises for a fair, lib- 
eral, and full price,’ and that, failing in the 
negotiation, ‘the city proceed to n 
such property and franchise rights.’ 


Dunne’s Plan Like Wall Street’s. 
“There is a striking similafity between 


this proposal and that repeatedly made by 
representatives of the Union Traction inter- 


ests to the committee on local transportation 


and as often rejected by the-committee. Mr. 
Govin and Mr. Auerbach, on their arrival in 
Chicago two years ago, proposed to accept a 
term grant without prejudice to the ninety- 
nine year claims of the companies, the city 
at its close to have the right to purchase the 


tangible property and such franchise rights 


as meanwhile should be established by the 
courts. Judgé Grosscup again anc again in- 
formally made similar suggestions. 

‘ These suggestions the committee rejected 
on the ground that the city cannot safely 
enter upon municipal ownership burdened 
with a vast expenditure to destroy existing 
franchise rights." 

Mr. Foreman thinks it doubtful whether an 
unexpired franchise can be condemped.

If the city 
should win in this prolonged litigation, then 
a hard financial problem would confront it, 
says Mr. Foreman. 


Poor Security for Loan. 

“The ability of the city to dispose of enough 
‘Mueller certificates’ to provide the pur- 
chase money and for the reconstruction of the 
roads may well be doubted,” continued. 

“ For illustration, take the th side com- 
pany. Bion J. Arnold has estimated the cost 
to reproduce the tangible property of the 
company at ‘ about $17,200,000,’ and its ‘ act- 
ual present value for electric railway pur- 
poses at ‘ about $12,000,000." 

“The value of the company’s franchise 
rights must be determined upon evidence sub 
mitted by the parties. This will largely con. 
sist of opinions by experts based on the earn- 
ing power of the company and the market 
value of its capital stock. The market vaiue 
of its stock, as indicated by the recent sale to 
financiers of great ability and responsibility, 
is $86,000,000. If this be the real value the 
franchise rights of the City company alone 
are today worth $24,000,000.

must be a safe margin for depreciation, and 
for the difficulty of securing a return of the 
investment after a default is made. 

“In the Mueller law certificates every dol- 


jiar of improvement and 10 per eent in addi- 
j ‘tion may be covered by the securities. That 


fs to say, if the city should buy up a street 
car system for $10,000,000 ft could, and prob- 
ably would, tssue $11,900,000 worth of certifi- 
cates to cover the actual cost and provide 
the necessary working capital. This means 
that the physical properties of a road are 
more than covered by the original issue of 
certificates. As time goes on, and as the 
rolling stock, power houses, and other prop- 
erty inevitably degenerate, the actual se- 
curity for the loan becomes less and less. 
After a comparatively short period the only 
real security lies, first in the earning capac- 
ity of the noad, and second in the prospect of 
a twenty year franchise. If the earning 
capacity decreases to a point where default 
is made, it may be because the road, as an 
original proposition, is not calculated to 
make money, and in that case the franchise 
by itself is not particularly good security for 
the investor." 
“Do you consider, then, that the Mueller 
law certificates are inherently deficient as 
good securities for investment, and that they 
cannot become financially gilt edged ?"’ 


Some Lines Good, Others Weak. 

“The trouble with them is that they will 
not be based upon \any general system of 
security, such as is Ynvolved inythe credit 
of the city itself. Some Mueller law cer- 
tificates will be good for steady returns on 
the investment. Others may be bad. Asa 
general proposition, the financial work will 
not hurry to put up money for securities 
based upon the value of street car systems 
which are to be under political management 
solely. 

“One road may be immensely profitable, 
may make enough money to pay interest, 
and to provide a good sinking fund in spite 
of the inevitable depreci#tion of the property 
under less management. The next road, 
also run by the city, may he wholly unable 
to earn fts fixed charges, and may be forced 
into bankruptcy early In its career. Uniess 
the city of Chicago can become ultimately 
the owner of its entire street railroad sys- 
tem, so that the certificates can be based 
on the total amount of property involved, 
we shall be confronted with a constant 
problem in determining the value of these 
securities by a personal inspection of the 
system involved. No bank or investor would 
feel safe in purchasing any of these cer- 
tifieates except upon the of a reliabie 
street railroad engineer, and that report 
would have to show the probability of a 
good earning capacity.” | 


Attitude of Banks Will Decide, 

** Personally,” concluded the financial ex- 
pert, “I do not believe that even Judge 
Dunne would dare ask the people of Chi- 
cago to take up or subscribe for any street 
car certificates which did not command a fair 

No municipality could 
afford to submit to popular subscription 4 
purely speculative security. For this reason 
there would be grave danger that the people

Government Inspector Declares Dr. 


Jaques’ Charges to Be Wholly 
Without Foundation. 


“There is only one small chance for the 
people of Chicago to get tuberculous beef, 
and that is from small slaughtering pens 
outside the city. In the stockyards no dis- 
crimination is made in the inspection of 
meat intended for city, country, or export 
use. In fact, we do not know where the 
meat is going.” 

This is the answer made by the govern- 
ment meat inspectors to the charges of Dr. 
W. K. Jaques that politics and the influence 
of the packers had “ balked ”’ his efforts to 
safeguard the people of Chicago from dis- 
eased meat while he was connected with the 
city health department.

“There is not a steer, a calf, & sheep, or. 


a hog killed in Chicago that is not killed 
andar government inspection, except in one 
small hog and one small sheep plant,” said

Attorney General Stead/takes up.the three 
objections to the bill. He says: 

“The objections urged against the bill, so 
far as I am advised, are that an invitation 
is held out to purchasers of trust made ar- 
ticles to bring action against the trust. that 
too much power is placed In the hands of 
the attorney general, and that the provis- 
ions of the bill are so sweeping as to include 
insurance companies, 

“As to the first objection, it is sufficient 
to say that section 9, which a sany 
person injured in business to sue for dam- 
ages, is substantially the same as section 7 
of the federal anti-trust act of 
that tiger 16, which gives the informer 
one-fifth of the Aine recovered. is taken lit- 
erally from the act of 1891 now in force. 

“The only authority especially conferred 
on the attorney general additional to thet 
conferred by prior acts cofsists In empower- 
ing him to bring suit ‘to restrain the for- 
mation of any trust or combination or car- 
rying out the provisions of any pool, trust, 
or agreement in restriction of trade in vio- 
lation of the mct.' Section 12, which con- 
fers this power, is substantially like section 
4 of the federal anti-trust law. 

“ As to the third objection, little need be 
said. If any valid-reason exists why insur- 
ance companies should be exempted from 
the operations of the anti-trust statute it 
has not been disclosed. In my opinion, no 
legitimate concern which does business in 
the open need fear anything from the pas- 
sage of the McKinley bill.”

© The union worker regards the trades union 
ae mainly an organization to get higher 
Wages and more favorable conditions of em- 
Dioyment. Many employers regard it as 
au organization whose principal object is 
"a0 Make them trouble. In a report to the 
president, dated Sept. 8, 1904, but just pub- 
lished, Carroll D. Wright, former commis 
sioner of labor, treats the union as a school 
for giving immigrants instruction in the ele- 
‘ments of Amefican citizenship. 
Mr. Wright's report relates to what has 
taken place among the laborers at the Chi- 
| @ago stockyards, but a like story could be 
told of developments in the coal fields of 
_Penpeyivania or in any other city or dis- 
trict where large numbers of foreigners 
ate employed. Twenty-five per cent of the 
men employed at the stockyards at the be 
mimming of the strike last summer were 
meen. Fifteen per cent were Germans. 
GO per cent were Poles, Bohemians, 
aateuanians, Slovaks, Krains, Finns, and 
Sereeks..

OBSTACLES TO PEACE. 


4 France induced Germany to make peace 
only* by the’ payment of a heavy cash in- 


| demnity and a cession of territory. The 


first thought of France after war was over 
was “revenge.” She set to work industri- 
ously to put herself in a condition to get it. 
For various reasons—the rapid increase of 
the population and military strength of 
Germany being the principal one—it has 
been necessary to abandon the dream of 
“ revenge.” 

The Japanese have reason to fear that 
if Russia should make peace today it would 
be with a fixed resolve to return to the at- 
tack when she was in a condition to do so 
with a fair prospect of success. Russia is 
a vast and, in many ways, an undeveloped 
empire whose growth as regards military 
resources is likely to be more rapid than 
that of the island empire. If the contest 
between Japan and Russia is to be an irre~ 
-pressible one, like that between Rome and 
Carthage, it will be the natural impulse of 
Japan to make peace only on terms which 
will postpone for the longest possible time 
the day when Russia will again be ready for 
war with fair prospects of success. 

That is why the impression prevails that 
Japan will insist on the payment of a large 
money indemnity and why Russia will not 
consent to it. It is taken for granted that 
the first thing Russia will do after there 
is peace will be to build battleships and 
create a fleet, with Admiral Rojestvensky’s 
vessels as a nucleus, which will enabie her, 
after seamen and officers shall have been 
trained, to endeavor to wrest the mastery 


} of the Pacific from the Japanese, If the 


latter had a considerable Russian indemni- 
ty in their treasury they could build ships 
as fast as their adversaries. Then there 
would be business for the builders of war- 
ships in this and other countries. | 

A cession of territory, either of the island 
of Saghalien or of part of Siberia, would 
not strengthen Japan so miuch as two or 
three hundred millions in cash. For if she 
were to lose the control of the seas the day 
might come in the distant future when she 
would be anable to withstand the onset of 
the armies that a Russia far more populous 


than the Russia of today could put in the 


field. 

But it is not certain that Russia, after 
having made peace, will prepare for war, 
although that may be the present thought 
of the war party. The French cry for “ re- 
yenge” was a national cry. It embodied 
the sentiments of a whole people. Possibly 
the Russian people may not cherish undy- 
ing hatred of Japan because the terms of 
peace are unfavorable to their country. 
One cannot tell what domestic changes may 
take place in Russia calculated to weaken 
the power of the autocracy and to decrease 
the possibility of a future war. If the Jap- 
anese government were assured that some- 
thing of this kind would happen it might 
‘be ready to waive the demand fora heavy 
monetary indemnity, though it would be

MEXICO ON THE GOLD BASIS. . 
On the 16th of next month “ the crime of 


eoinage of silver. The Mexican currency 
will be on a gold basis. The silver dollar will 
cease to have a fluctuating value, and will 
be maintained at a value of 50 cents gold. 

If action of this kind had been taken nine 
. or ten years ago innumerable articles would 
have been written and speeches made about 
it. The American opponents of free silver 
would have exulted. Its advocates would 
have been downcast, for they were per- 
petually pointing to Mexico as an illustration 
of the beauties of what they called bimet- 
allism. They contended that to the de- 
preciated silver currency of Mexico the 
progress made by that country, industrially 
and otherwise, was mainly due. 

In 1905 the passage of Mexico tron the 
silver to the gold standard creates no ex- 
citethent.. Men who have Mexican invest- 
ments or dealings with that country will be 
gratified when President Diaz carries out 
the measure which he has longi had in mind. 
He decided long ago that the best interests 
of Mexico demanded the abandonment of 
the silver standard, but he did not think it 
wise to act hurriedly. There is nobody who 
will shake his head sadly over the new 
“blow dealt to silver,” and denounce it as 
a crime, or deplore it as a blunder. The 
free silver delusion has disappeared. 

The secession of Mexico from the ranks 
of the silver standard countries leaves none 
but China, Persia, Central America, and 
two or three South American republics. Of 
these China is the only important one from 
a commercial point of view, and if Japanese 
influence shall dominate Peking after the 
war is over it is not improbable that the 
monetary system of the Celestial kingdom 
wil] be changed for the better.

But during periods when 
it is not epidemic it confines its attacks al- 
most exclusively to the uncleanly. Observa- 
tion has shown that in both Burope and 
America epidemics almost always originate 
among gypsies, tramps, and the dwellers in 
the slums of cities. The. filthy habits of 
these people afford the micro-organism 
which causes the disease its best opportu- 
nity to-grow and multiply. 
’ This is one among many conclusive rea- 
sons why the sanitation systems of cities 
Should be perfected, tenements and cheap 
lodging houses should be thoroughly in- 
spected, and people should be taught to keep 
their persons and homes clean, There is no 
breeder of disease equal to filth; and unfortu- 
nately, after an epidemic gets a start, it dees 
not confine its attentions to those who, by 
their disregard of hygienic laws, have in- 
vited its attack.

he describes as a ‘titre mobiliaire,” might 
lead to misconception, it may be just as well 
to point out that there is no such thing in 
Europe as a “titre mobiliaire,” that is to 
say, a title of nobility which can be trans- 
ferred by its owner to a stranger by sale as 
an ordinary piece of property. It is all the 
more n to point out this, since the 
Evening in its editorial comments on the 
latter, though indulging in banter at the ex- 
pense of its writer, does not cast any doubt 
upon the bona fide character of the trans- 
action proposed or. upon the ability of M. 
Enoch to make good his offer. a 
It may therefore be well to state clearly 
that there ie today only one government in 
the world which sells titles of nobility— 
namely: the tiny thousand year old republic 
of San Marino, which employs the money thus 
obtained in maintaining the finest hospital, 
foundling asylum, and home for the disabled 
and aged in all Italy, the principle of this 
government being that human vanity should 
pay for the:relief of human suffering. But 
these titles, which range from dukedoms 
down to hereditary knighthoods, are sold 
only by the government, and once acquired 
cannot be redisposed of by their purchaser. 


From the vatican it is possible to obtain 
titles of duke, prince, marquis, count, and 
baron in return for the ‘payment of large fees 
ranging from $3,000 to $30,000, providing the 
candidate for these nobiliary honors is 
strongly recommended for them by his dlo- 
cesan and by the principal ecclesiastical au- 
thorities of his native land. It is true that 
titles of this kind have sometimes been un- 
worthily bestowed. But this has been usu- 
ally through the inexperience of nuncios, and 
in some rare ingtances through the dishon-~- 
esty of subaltern officials of papal legations 
abroad, as, for instance, when a patent of 
* prince de Vitenval "’ was actually made out 
and given to an ex-convict in France, who 
to cap the matter, paid the greater part of 
the fees in notes that were not met on their 
maturity. The man is now doing timeina 
French penitentiary; and while his title has 
been canceled he still retains the documents 
by means of which it was conferred. It is 
only fair to add that this is an exceptional 
case, and that the rule which requires that a 
candidate for nobiliary honors from the vat-. 
ican shall be a man of unblemished char- 
acter and distinguished for his works of 
charity and for his generosity to the church 
and to the poor Is pretty generally observed. 

There is one American citizen who has a 
papal title of duke—namely: Joseph Loubat 
of New York and Paris. There are several 
American papal marquises, no princes, but 
quite a large number of counts. I may add 
that these papal titles cannot be transferred 
by their owners to any third party by either 
gift or sale, Some of them are nonhereditary 
and become extinct with the death of their 
holders. Those that are hereditary descend 
only in the male line direct, and not through 
the women—cannot therefore be aliendted 
trom the family of the original grantee. 


In Spain titiesiof dukes, marquis, count, and 
baron can be atquired, not by purchase, but 
through marrying the heiress of some title. 
In Spain, honors of this kind descend through 
the women. If, for instance, a duke dies 
leaving no sons, but a daughtér, it is not his 
younger brothcr who inherits the dukedom, 
but the daughter. She becomés a duchess in 
her own right, and when she marries, her 
husband, no matter whether a Spaniard or 
a foreigner, becomes ipso facto a duke, taking 
her dead father's title. In this way several 
Americans have acquired Spanish marquis- 
ates and titlesofcount. There are no princes 
in Spain. 

The sovereign of any monarcthical country 
fs apt to reward acts of munificent philan- 
thropy by means of titles. Thus the emperor 
of Austria conferred the rank of baron not 
only upon the late M. de Hirsch but also 
upon his two heirs, the young De Forests (in 
spite of their illegitimate birth), in recogni- 
tion of the immense sums devoted by the 
Jewish financier to the relief of his fellow 
creatures in Atstria-Hungary and abroad, 
and numerous other instances.could cited 
not alone on the continent but also in Eng- 
land in which philanthropy has been thus 
rewarded. Indeed, in one:of the last list of 
honors published on the occasion of King 
Edward's birthday last year it was intimated 
in almost every case that the baronetcy or 
the knighthood conferred was a recognition 
by the crown of good works. 

As I have pointed out in these letters more 
than once, there is but one castle and estate 
in all Europe the ownership of which carries

‘| with it a nobiliary title—namely: the ancient 


castle of.Arundel, which, dating in part from 
the reign of Alfred the Great, is today owned 
by England’s premier peer, the duke of Nor- 
folk. As proprietor of the castle in ques- 
tion the duke is earl of Arundel, and were 
he to obtain the consent of his heirs to the 
breaking of the entail and to sell Arundel 
castle, say, to William Waldorf Astor, then 
the latter by means of its acquisition would 
become ipso facto earl of Arundel, with a 
seat as such in the house of lords. But this 
is the only case of the kind in Europe, and 
it is unique, the assertions to the effect that 
the French chateau of Valencay carries with 
it the title of duke being preposterous and 
unfounded. 

With regard to French titles, not only can 

they not be alienated by adoption or by sale, 


but they cannot even be transmitted through, 


the female line except by a special act of 
grace on the part of the crown, which, as we 
all know, has ceased to exist since 1870—that 
is to say, since thirty-five years ago. The 
old laws enacted during the reigns of the 
first Napoleon, of Louis XVIII., Charles X., 
and Louis Philippe and reaffirmed and 
amended by the government of the third 
empire, still remain in existence and restrict 
the inheritance of nobillary titles to primo- 
geniture—that fs to say, to the male line 
direct, prohibiting and rendering it a mis- 
demeanor for any one to assume a nobiliary 
title to which he is not entitled by birth and 
inheritance, or else if granted by a foreign 
monarch, expressly authorized and sanc- 
tioned by the French government. 

A Frenchman can, if he has no heirs of his 
blood, adopt a stranger and bequeath to him 
his name. But he cannot bequeath to him 
any nobiliary title which he possesses. The 
laws on the subject, however, are more hon- 
ored in the breach than in the observance, 
and there are quite a number of instances in 
which titles have been unlawfully assumed 
on the strength of adoption and which are 
illegally borne by men who have no ties of 


-blood with the last legitimate owner thereof, 


a case in point being that of a man known as 
Saint Maurice, who, on being adopted by the 
last authentic marquis of Montcalm, as- 
sumed his name during the latter’s lifetime 
and after his death the title of marquis in 
connection therewith. 


There are several French dukes today who 
are childless and without any heirs, notably 
the duc de Tarente, grandson of Napoleon’s 
famous Marshal MacDonald, and who a few 
years ago was divoreed from an elderly wom- 
an, who practically controls the omnibus mo- 
nopoly in Paris. Heis not in affluent circum- 
stances, and, having no brothers or paternal 
uncles—that is to say, brothers of his father, 
being in fact the only male MacDonald of 
the celebrated marshal’s family—he has a 
perfect right to adopt legally any man whom 
he chooses and to bequeath to him the name 
of MacDonald, which his adopted son would 
then be legally entitled to use. He cannot, 
however, by any manner of means bequeath 
or transfer through adoption, or inany other 
way, his title of duke of Tarente, and any 
one who is foolish enough to pay money for 
the acquisition of a French dukedom, either 
through getting adopted or through a mere 
transfer, will be buying a gold brick. 

Contrary to general belief, no French law 
is in existence abolishing nobillary titles. 
Laws of that kind only exist in Greece, Ser- 
via, and Roumania, where nobiliary titles 
are forbidden by law under diverse pains and 
penalties.

| NEWS OF THE THEATERS. | 
Schelling Recital. 


The recital given yesterday afternoon in 
Music hall by Ernest Schelling enabled more 
accurate estimate of the young Swiss pian- 
ist’s power than did: his appearance with the 
Chicago orchestra last week. He clearly was 
in better condition than Friday afternoon 
and all things tended to place his work in 
more favorable light. After listening to the 
entire program he offered—one sufficiently im- 
portant and varied to test any player's abili- 
ties—the conclusion reached is that Mr. Schel- 
ling’s chief shortcoming is that of being 
young. This is no fatal defect and calling at- 
tention to it does not necessarily mean 
severe criticism. It does not in the present 
instance, for it is not improbable that the 
years which will correct the youthfulness will 
correct also the shortcomings which now are 
resultant from it. 

Technically the pianist is exceptionally 
| well equipped. His playing as a/rule is re- 
markably clear, clean, and exact, and of the 
mechanical side of his art he has made him- 
self virtually the master. His tone is firm, 
virile, and full in forte and fortissimo, and 
yet is invariably characterized by nobility 
and beauty. His more delicate work has 
clarity, lightness, and crispness to lend it 
charm, and in sustained work he wins a 
singing tone of tme beauty from the Mstru- 
ment. He phrases and shades with good 
taste and intelligence, and he is not wanting 
in a certain degree of either temperament 
or imagination. His playing cannot be called 
cold, and yet it is never impassioned to the 
point of rousing the hearer to emotional 
enthusiasm. 

The youthfulness of the player is betrayed 
in a tendency to hasten the tempo in cli- 
maxes until tonal confusion is apt to result, 
and in some of the more sentimental compo- 
sitions he is inclined to exaggerate tempo 
and shading until the “ soulfulness” be- 
comes a little too pronounced. He also has 
yet to learn the importance of the short note 
that succeeds a dot in a phrase. He gives 
such a note so exactly or so briefly its value 
that the true melodic effect—the effect ob- 
tained when a melody is sung—is lost. These 
are shortcomings, however, which may 
easily be corrected, and if they be a pianist 
of interesting parts will result. Yesterday 
were heard a finely proportioned, admirably 
articulated, and excellently interpreted per- 

formance of the Schumann, Fantasie, a 
group of Chopin, which was read with taste 
and intelligence—especially satisfactory be- 
ing three of the Preludes and the last of the 
D‘major Nocturnes—the Rubinstein G minor 
Barcarolle, which was given with remark- 
able clarity and poetry, and an original 
theme and variations which was of unusual 
interest and tonal charm and was distin- 
guished by skill and neatness in workman- 


ship. 


At the theaters last evening nothing in the 
way of novelty was offered. Mr. Willard 
ushered in his second and last week at Pow- 
ers’ by repeating “ The Middleman,” a play 
which has won artistic worth by his finely 
sympathetic and beautifully poetic portrayal 
of the réle of the old potter. It is acharacter 
which, not remarkable in itself, is humanized 
and ennobled by the actor’s art until it be- 
comes a stage creation of enduring value.

RECALLED BY MEXICAN ENVOY'S DEATH | 


Court Martial That Sentenced the Austrian Duke—Social Strug.

In none of the comments on the recent 
death, at Washington, of the Mexican am- 
bassador, Agpiroz, have I seen a reference 
to the most pathetic feature of the tragedy 
of Queretaro, 1867; in which he played so 
prominent a part. I refer to Maximilian’s 
refusal to accept gafe conduct to Vera Crus, 
where an Austrian ship was waiting to carry 
him back. to Burope. This refusal he ad- 
hered to because Escobedo would not permit 
the two Mexican generals, Mejia and Mira- 
mon, to.accompany him. So, as they had 
stood by his cause through good and evil 
fortune, he stood by them at the supreme 
moment. 


In the City of Mexico some years ago lI . 


was shown a photograph of the chivalric 
memorandum through which he communi- 
cated his fixed resolve to Escobedo. Juarez 
and his associates did not want to kill Maxi- 
milian. They regarded him as a brave and 
noble gentleman. They admired his personal 
character, and would gladly have sent him 
home alive. But Mejia and Miramon were 
Mexicans, and, therefore, traitors. Their 
death was indispensable, and since the em- 
peror would not live without them he had to 
die with them. | 

The late Don Manuel Azpiroz was held up 
to execration in Austria as a bloodthirsty 
savage, who, in his capacity as judge advo- 
cate of the military court, had clamored for 
Maximilian’s head and would be content with 
nothing less. Of course, he did nothing of 
the kind, simply discharging the public duty 
that had been laid upon him—a duty which, 
under the circumstances, would have dis- 
charged ipgelt. 


Austrian Snubs Are Futile. 

So it happened that when Azpiroz appeared 
in Washington as the ambassador from 
Mexico, Mr. von Hengelmilller, the Austrian 
envoy, undertook to snub him. The incident 
at the White house was only part of a settled 
policy, though naturally it attracted especial 
attention. The truth is that Hengelmiilier 
proposed to ostracize Azpiroz socially, imag- 
ining—though quite vainiy—that he was in 
a position to accomplish that result. As 
things turned out, he found: this achieve- 
ment beyond his powers, but he must also 
have had a hint from Vienna, for Washing- 
ton ceased to hear of the haughty attitude 
of Hengelmiiller and the approaching extinc- 
tion of Azpiroz. 

Curiously enough, about the same time the 
French ambassador, M. Patendtre, indulged 
himself in a similar. enterprise with refer- 
ence to the Hon. W. W. Rockhill, then as~ 
sistant secretary of state. That enterprise, 
however, did not terminate to M. Patendtre’s 
entire satisfaction, and, like Mr. yon Hengel- 
miiller, he was quite ready to abandon it at 
an early stage. Ambassadors can do a great

areas, but every now and then they have an 
opportunity of measuring those areas and 
find them small, not to say unimportant. 

But Maximilian’s death was not contrived 
by the late Don Manuel Agpiroz, nor yet by 
Gen. Escobedo, nor even by Juarez himself. 
The truth is that Maximilian chose to de 
rather than abandon his friends and com- 
rades at the last hour. The Mexican leaders 
wanted to spare him. He would not accept
